SMOOTH SURFACE 
HEAVY DRUM 
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How Silver Is 
Extracted in 
Refining Lead 


Refined Lead Virtually 
Free of Impurities 


Ordinarily there is enough silver in 
lead ores to make desilverizing profit- 
able. In some districts, however, such 
as southeastern and southwestern Mis- 
souri, there is so little silver in the 
ore that the proceeds of its recovery 
do not balance the expense; and lead 
from these districts is frequently not 
refined. Such pig-lead, therefore, may 
show upon analysis a greater quantity 
of silver than pig-lead from districts 
in which the original ore is richer in 
silver. Certain undesilverized south- 
east Missouri pig-lead will contain 
.007 per cent of silver, while desilver- 
ized lead from elsewhere may show 
but .0005 per cent or less of the noble 
metal. Pig-leads such as the former 
contain copper, too; so that if they re- 
main undesilverized they are left also 
with whatever copper content they 
may have had. This is objectionable 
for some purposes, such as corroding 
into white-lead, on account of the color 
that the copper would impart to the 
white-lead; but for making lead sheets 
and pipes for use in plants where cor- 
rosive chemicals are made or used, the 
small content of copper seems to have 
no harmful effect. On the contrary, it 
is thought by some that this slight 
copper content is beneficial. Such un- 
desilverized lead is, therefore, gen- 
erally reserved for that purpose, and 
that accounts for its being known in 
the trade as chemical lead. For- 
tunately, lead from these regions is ex- 
ceptionally free from bismuth and 
other impurities, less bismuth being 
present in this lead when undesilver- 
ized than in pig-lead from some dis- 
tricts after passing through a refining 
process. Perhaps it is this exceptional 
freedom from other impurities that 
makes this lead so satisfactory for 
chemical purposes. 

Sometimes, to obtain exceptionally 
pure lead; southern Missouri lead is 
desilverized, despite the lack of enough 
silver to pay for the processing. This 
removes the copper, and, as it is natu- 
rally free from bismuth and other im- 
purities, the result is the purest pig- 
lead obtainable. Such lead is used for 
assaying gold and silver ores, for tem- 
pering fine tools, and for other par- 
ticular purposes. 

The Parkes process is most com- 
monly used for refining lead. The lead 
is cleaned by skimming while molten 
at a low temperature. Copper, having 
a higher solidifying point than lead, 
is first removed by lowering the tem- 
perature to a point at which the cop- 
per compounds solidify, after which 
they are skimmed out. The still 
molten lead is then drawn off into a 
reverberatory furnace and the tem- 
perature raised very high. As the lead 
is stirred, the antimony and arsenic 
are oxidized by the air current in the 
furnace and are skimmed off as dross. 

At this point the lead may contain 
silver, gold, zinc and a trace of copper. 
To remove these the lead goes next to 
the desilverizing kettles, where metal- 
lic zine is added in minute quantities. 
The zine unites with the gold and sil- 
ver, rises to the top, and, the tempera- 
ture of the lead being lowered, solidi- 
fies and is removed. The remaining 
zine is oxidized by placing the purified 
lead in a reverberatory furnace and is 
skimmed off. 

Lead thus purified is one of the 
purest metals used in industry. Less 
than .06 of one per cent of impurities 
is the demand for use in white-lead. 
To be exact, what is known in the 
trade as “ordinary corroding” lead is 
not less than 99.9424 per cent pure. 


The Right Way 
of Breaking Up 
A Keg of Lead 


Right Method Requires 
Only Few Minutes 


“The more haste, the less speed,” ap- 
plies very well to the process of break- 
ing up paste white-lead. The natural 
iendency, when reducing the white- 
lead with either linseed oil or tur- 
pentine, is to add too much liquid at 
one time. This slows up the process 
because it is always difficult to mix a 
paste with a comparatively large body 
of liquid. Besides, this invariably 
causes the formation of lumps which 
are almost impossible to remove en- 
tirely and at best have to be broken 
up slowly, consuming a great deal of 
unnecessary time and patience. 

It is possible, by followmg the right 
method, to break up a keg of white- 
lead in a very few minutes. After the 
white-lead—say a hundred pounds— 
has been put in the mixing pail, not 
more than a small teacupful of liquid 
should be added. When this has been 
thoroughly mixed in, the process 
should be repeated and continued until 
the required consistency has been ob- 
tained. For smaller quantities of 
white-lead a proportionate reduction 
should be made in the instalments of 
liquid. 

By this method the white-lead mixes 
up quickly with each addition of vehi- 
cle, and no trouble is experienced with 
lumping. Properly done in this way, 
a man can mix a hundred pounds of 
white lead to painting consistency in 
17 to 20 minutes, while it is easy 
enough to waste an hour at it if one 
does not know how. 

The use of the proper mixing paddle 
is also an important factor in break- 
ing up white-lead at the minimum ex- 
pense of time and labor. The paddle 
need not be elaborate. A clean, flat 
wooden paddle that is strong enough 
and wide enough to agitate the mix- 
ture thoroughly is all that is neces- 
sary. A _ sufficient supply of these 
should be kept ready for use, so that 
there need be no delay when occasion 
comes to use one. The practice of 
using any handy piece of wood or lath 
picked up on the job or around the 
shop wastes not only time in hunting 
but energy in mixing as well.

‘The Painting of 
Ships Demands 
Unusual Care 


Hard Film is Needed for 
Under Water 


For painting ships, red-lead is stand- 
ard; 
other oil paint) is thoroughly dry and 
hard before being put in the water, it 
will be softened by continuous soak- 
ing, so as to be rather easily scraped 
off, even though it may still be afford- 
ing protection against rust. But it 
will not be thus easily softened by 
water if it has been allowed plenty of 
time to become dry and hard. The 
first coat should be put on as soon as 
the outer bottom plates are in place. 
A formula of sixty-seven pounds of 
paste red-lead to a gallon of genuine 
kettle-boiled linseed oil is recom- 
mended for the first coat. It would 
pay the shipyards to have a kettle and 
boil their own oil if that is the only 
way to get it. 

After this has become thoroughly 
dry and hard, a second similar coat 
should be put on the under-water part, 
but above the water-line the amount of 
red-lead paste should be reduced to 
fifty-eight pounds to a gallon of oil. 
When this coat has had plenty of time 
to dry, apply a third coat, which for 
the below-water portion should be the 








same as the first coat. But for the 
above-water part the red-lead paste 
should be reduced to fifty pounds to 
a gallon of oil, and for the latter, the 
oil should be half raw and half boiled. 


Sixty-seven pounds of paste to a 
gallon of oil corresponds to about forty 
pounds of dry pigment to a gallon of 
oil; fifty-eigut pounds of paste to a gal- 
lon corresponds to about thirty-six 
or thirty-seven pounds of dry red-lead 
to a gallon of oil; and fifty pounds 
of paste corresponds to _ thirty-three 
pounds of dry red-lead to a gallon 
of oil. 


These formulas will produce very 
hard coats, and hard coats are what 
are wanted under water. The high 
proportion of red-lead here recom- 
mended would be impracticable with 
one oxidized to less than ninety-seven 
or ninety-eight per cent, but the en- 
durance of such paint will greatly ex- 
ceed a red-lead with a lower degree of 
oxidation. 


If the painting must be done when 
the temperature is low, these heavy 
paints may in some cases drag under 
the brush; the remedy is not to use 
more oil, but to add, under the careful 
supervision of a competent master 
painter, enough spirits of turpentine 
to make the paint just sufficiently free 
in working. 

Any bridge engineer will agree that 
a ship—which is a steel structure— 
painted as described would be well 
painted; and it would be reasonably 
sure to remain in good condition for 
many years. It may be true that the 
best of paint will get scraped off; but 
the surface actually bared in this way 
is a small proportion of the total sur- 
face, and if this is promptly and care- 
fully spot-painted with a red-lead 
paint which has been made quick- 
drying by a more than usual amount 
of drier, no serious corrosion should 
ever occur.

Fungus Spores 
Are Main Cause 
of Wood Decay 


Heat, Moisture and Oxygen 
Also Must Be Present 


Wood does not naturally decay. The 
rotting so often seen where wooden 
surfaces are left unprotected is caused 
by a process in which oxidation plays 
a necessary part. Aided by the pres- 
ence of oxygen, little plant-like growths 
or fungi, the destructive agents in the 
process, feed upon the starch and other 
materials in the wood cells. Grad- 
ually, as the cell structure is broken 
down, only the familiar dust or 
powder remains. It is then we say 
that the wood is rotted. 





It is practically impossible in most 
climates to avoid the presence of 
fungus spores or cells. Thrown off 
by the billion from various fungus 
growths, these tiny cells are carried 
almost everywhere by the wind, by the 
birds, by insects, and in many other 
ways. The air is often laden with 
spores and bacteria of every kind. At 
first thought, therefore, it might ap- 
pear difficult to prevent rot. 


Fortunately, however, rot can only 
take place when four distinct condi- 
tions are fulfilled. There must be heat 
and moisture as well as oxygen and 
fungus spores. The absence of any 
one of these elements will be sufficient 
to prevent the growth of fungi and the 
accompanying rot. This is why even 
unprotected wood will last for cen- 
turies in a desert climate where there 
is practically no moisture in the air. 


The condition generally known as 
“dry” rot is not actually dry. It starts 
on moist wood and continues only so 
long as the moist condition persists. 
This moist condition is not always 
readily apparent, which is probably 
why the term “dry” rot originated. 


Under conditions usually favorable 
to rot, paint is probably the most ef- 
fective means of eliminating one or 
more of the factors necessary to decay. 
A good coating of white-lead paint will 
exclude not only fungus spores, but 
the oxygen and moisture required for 
their development. 


Wood should be as dry as possible 
before painting. But even though some 
moisture or fungus spores are pres- 
ent, paint will guard against addi- 
tional moisture or fungus spores and 
thus prevent rot. Where the surface 
is exposed to moisture on more than 
one side, care should be taken to paint 
all its parts.

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A Mysterious Influence 

It transpires that the assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury, to whose direction has been 
assigned, among others, the particular depart- 
mental task of administering the prohibition 
laws, approved the Cramton bill in its slightly 
revised form before it was re-introduced in 
the present Congress. This is a position which 
those who have looked to Mr. Andrews for 
a reasonable conception of the laws—and have 
found it in his functioning—are at a loss to 
comprehend. The Cramton bill, it must be 
understood, in a manner and to no slight de- 
gree would wreck the Andrews plan of pro- 
hibition administration. Strange indeed is the 
influence that prohibitionists exercise in all 
circles into which they enter. 

The position of the assistant secretary with 
respect to the proposal to set at naught his 
ideas of an enforcement policy may recall to 
some the endorsement given by the Secretary 
of the Treasury to earlier and quite similar 
endeavors of the advocates of a prohibition 
bureaucracy. How these things are brought 
about is a mystery, and apparently its secrets 
are not shared by the associates of the protag- 
onists; for there is heard a deal of talk in 
official circles about the unfairness of the 
Cramton surprise movement to the purposes of 
Mr. Andrews. Can it be that faith in the 
efficacy of the Andrews plan has already been 
lost by its sponsor? 

Certainly there is no agreement between this 
plan and the proposals of the Cramton bill. 
It cannot even be contended that the reintro- 
duced bill will supplement or extend the An- 
drews policy. In plain truth, it conflicts there- 
with at many fundamental points, especially 
in the dethroning of the prohibition director 
and in the returning of the prohibition com- 
missioner (doubtless the recently superseded 
individual) to greater power and glory and with 
higher pay. 

So now as in the days when the Secretary 
of the Treasury, trusting or misinformed, ap- 
peared to stand behind the movement for a 
prohibition bureaucracy, the  alcohol-using 
trades are called upon to fight hard to defeat 
this unreasonable ambition. The Cramton bill, 
in its revivification has practically all the ob 
jectionable points of the original draft and 
none of the good interjected into the first 
measure by amendment. The provision for a 
division in the prohibition office to supervise 
the industrial use of alcohol has been elimi- 
nated. So has the provision for a board of 
review. 

It is easy to see, therefore, to what extent 
Mr. Cramton and his fellows have any regard 
for the wishes of legitimate industry. The 
victories it had won have been erased from 
the records. The promises it had been given 
have been broken without a thought. Of such 
have been the autocracies whose demolition 
marks epochs in the history of liberty seeking 
peoples, 


Helping Science to Help 

When Dr. William H. Nichols recently 
provided a generous endowment to New 
York University for the further develop- 
ment of its chemical department, he did but 
add one more to his many contributions of 
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time, talent, and money to a calling which 
long has held his chief interest. 

When John D. Rockefeller recently made 
a generous donation to the American Pe- 
troleum Institute to be devoted to scientific 
research, he did but manifest again his rec- 
ognition of the part played by chemistry 
and engineering in the advancement of in- 
dustry. 

In promoting a “senate of education,” 
composed of representatives of industry and 
of schools and colleges, designed to effect 
radical and necessary reforms in scientific 
education, the American Chemical Society 
has come round to full recognition of the 
fact that science and industry must strive 
interdependently if they would attain the 
most in possible progress. 

And, latest to enlist in this potential pro- 
gram of progress, the National Academy 
of Sciences, in promoting a movement for 
a generous research fund for annual appro- 
priation, has called to those high in in- 
dustry, whose thoughts have gone in other 
channels, to consider the added advantages 
which will accrue when it shall have be- 
come possible to set the most competent 
among scientists to the research problems of 
industry. 

The posts of research must be made at- 
tractive through adequate compensation. 
First, must come—and it has grown to grati- 
fying volume in the past decade—full rec- 
ognition of the necessary value of science 
to industry. This is the lesson which leaders 
in science, in education, even ‘in industry 
and in government are more and more 
earnestly seeking to implant in the indus- 
trial mind. Those who have come to “see 
the light,” as have Nichols and Rockefeller 
(to mention but the most recent examples), 
can be looked to for support of the move- 
ment launched by the national academy as 
well as participation in the educational re- 
form program of the chemical society. Both 
offer the assurances of an eventually excel- 
lent investment whether participation 
therein be functional, or financial, or both.

Fact and Frenzy in the Oil World 


Those who find woe and 
cast of calamity in every movement of other 
nations to develop a supply of petroleum 
have much to perturb them these days. 
Mosul has been placed under the mandate 
of Great Britain. The Russian Soviet has 
signed away one-half the oil fields of Sak- 
halin for exploitation by the Japanese. 
South American oil resources are being dis- 
covered at a rate which some already in- 
terpret as prognosticating the greatest pe-

troleum production in world history. Mexico 
is proceeding with the program of revised 
constitutional regulation of the ownership 
of oil lands. Prophets, who occupy posi- 
tions of advantage in the way of opportunity 
to observe returns from nature and to be 
informed of human purposes, are predicting 
a marked decrease next year in the output 
of oil fields in the United States. Belgian 
capitalists are reported to be on a fair way 
to get an oil concession in Turkey. In fact, 
all the report and rumor of the days when, 
a couple of years ago, Djambi and Mesopo- 
tamia were “front-page” features, are re- 
called in the new chorus. 

Even though there is a stirring and a 
talking in departmental circles at Washing- 
ton and a return to the once popular pastime 
of diplomatic billets seems likely, these 
world developments in the way of oil are 
not matters of international moment. Why 
should not Mexico get a clearer under- 
standing of who can own oil rights in 
Mexican territory and under what condi- 
tions? The proposed change in this regard 
is not to be retroactive insofar as concerns 
those whose concessions are bona fide. Per- 
haps, oil grants were got in Mexico through 
all the means common to the politics of 
petroleum procuring. What of it? Those 
who play politics must expect to be played 
with by politicians. Teapot tempests and 
petroliferous domes are not confined to any 
one nation. 

What amount of oii can Japan get out of 
Sakhalin? The predicates a 
minimum annual production about equal to 
three days’ output in the United States. 
And it is not likely that the actual yield will 
be much larger. There is much better reason 
to expect real competition from continental 
Russian fields. Moreover, navies and ship- 
ping generally are turning back to coal as 
fuel. Mosul, Mesopotamia, and the neigh- 
borhood reaching onto Turkish soil may be 
worth while in a petroleum sense as far as 
the natural resources are concerned. The 
political aspect of the question of practicable 
production so far outshadows the economic 
phases that development by the British 
doubtless will depend largely on the extent 
to which assisting participation can be en- 
listed in the United States.

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Cramton Bill Backed 
By Andrews, Himself 


Assistant Secretary Approved 
Bill Which Would Wreck 


His Plan 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18, 1925. 

L. C. Andrews, assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury, today confirmed reports that 
he approved the Cramton bill for a sep: 
rate prohibition bureau under the Treas- 
ury Department Mr. Andrews said to 
the Reporter representative that he had 
recently conferred several times with Rep- 
resentative Cramton of Michigan, and 
that the bill met with his approval before 
it was introduced. Mr. Cramton had is- 
sued a statement earlier refuting reports 
the contrary and declaring that the 
measure is “exactly in the form desired” 
by Mr. Andrews. 

Prohibition leaders are being openly ac- 
cused by alcohol trade representatives of 
having double-crossed the trade, if not the 
Treasury Department, in connection with 
the revision of internal revenue regula- 
tions 61 relative to denatured alcohol and 
the re-introduction of the Cramton bill. 
It is declared that Wayne KB. Wheeler, 
counsel of the American Anti-Saloon 
League, assurances when the re- 
vision of the regulations was pending that 
if the trades concerned would agree to 
this, the Cramton bill would not be 
vived. But the prohibition leaders are 
now acting accordingly, it is charged. 

The Cramton bill is declared in trade 
circles to unnecessary to say the least 
It would muddy the waters, they say, and 
tend to embarrass efforts to carry out the 
Andrews plan of prohibition reorganiza- 
tion and enforcement. If any legislation 
is desired to help prohibition enforcement, 
it is said, rather than to lead to the ag- 
srandizement or glorification of prohibi- 
tion leaders, it might be a short act plac- 
ing prohibition enforcement responsibility 
upon the Secretary of the Treasury instead 
of the internal revenue commissioner 
where it now rests by law, and authoriz- 
ing the secretary to appoint any officer 
or to delegate enforcement to any official 
of his department. Under present circum- 
stances that would be Mr. Andrews; in the 
future it might be somebody else. 

But rather than some simple measure 
like this the dry leaders seek to write into 
law a prohibition commissioner and pro- 
hibition solicitor at high salaries, subject 
only to the Secretary of the Treasury, 
who naturally would not have time to give 
much attention to their work and to lodge 
prohibition and narcotic tax and regula- 
tory laws enforcement in such commis- 
sioner, 

The result of such a plan, it is predicted, 
would inevitably be entorcement 
flowing from lack of co-ordination of ef- 
fort and of co-operation with the trades 
concerned which would be injured by be- 
ing deprived of necessary supplies al- 
oe and due to jealousies in official cir- 
cles. 
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Till Last Minute to 
Prevent Cut 
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reduction of 
spirits was re- 
was passed by the House of Representa- 
tives today. The reduction had been ap- 
proved by the House earlier today by an 
overwhelming majority, but without a 
record vote, when amendments offered by 
Representatives Rainey of Illinois and 
Hudson of Michigan to strike tne provi- 
sion from the bill were rejected At the 
same time the house rejected an amend- 
ment without committee sanction which 
would have taxed denatured alcohol at 
the rate of 1 cent a gallon, and adopted 
an amendment offered by Representative 
Green, chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee, making it clear that the in- 
ternal revenue tax on spirits shall apply 
to imported spirits in addition to the duty 
thereon and that smuggled spirits shall be 
held to be imported spirits and subject to 
such tax. Mr. Green explained that the 
necessity for this amendment arose from 
a department of justic ruling for the sale 
of seized smuggled alcohol by United 
States marshals free of tax. 

In a last effort to prevent approval by 
the House of the tax on spirits, a group 
of representatives of the American Drug 
Manufacturers’ Association was busy this 
week around the Capitol and the House 
and Senate office buildings seeing Mem- 
bers of Congress and others interested. 
It was the reported aim of the delegation 
to secure if possible a favorable recom- 
mendation from the Ways and Means 
Committee for restoration of the tax pro- 
vided for in the bill to the present rate 
of $2.20 a gallon. 

According to one report, so-called re- 
form forces joined in the fight to prevent 
reduction of the alcohol tax, but Wayne 
B. Wheeler, counsel for the American Anti- 
Saloon League, said Tuesday that that 
body had merely sent a letter to every 
Member of Congress calling attention to 
the action of the executive committee of 
the league here about two weeks ago. 
That action included a suggestion of a 
nominal tax on denatured alcohol. Asked 
whether his organization opposed reduc- 
tion of the alcoho] tax, Mr. Wheeler re- 
plied in the negative.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17, 1925.

seized and sold to the Chemical 
Foundation, Those patents are 
not held by the government and

WASHINGTON, 18, 1925. 

A special committee of the National 
Fertilizer Association met here today and 
decided that the matter of elimination of 
unnecessary grades of fertilizer was of 
sufficient importance to call for con- 
siderable investigation with a view to 
making a complete job of it. Accordingly 
a committee of probably eighteen or 
twenty-one men is to be named to go 
thoroughly into the whole question in va- 
rious sections of the country, before put- 
ting it formally before the simplified prac- 
tice division of the Department of Com- 
merce, The committee expressed its con- 
viction today of the desirability of great 
reduction in fertilizer grades, according 
to Charles J. Brand, secretary-treasurer 
of the association, and decided to name the 
larger committee as soon as possible so 
it can meet in January.

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National Distribution Conference 
Discusses Commercial Relations 


Trade Association Representatives and Business 
Executives Thrash Out Questions Reported 
By Sub-Committees 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16, 1925 

Perhaps the most interesting matter 
that developed at the national distribution 
conference, which closed its two-day ses- 
sion today under the auspices of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, was not on the program of the 
conference. It was a notable victory for 
the friends of legislation recognizing the 
maintenance of resale prices or a legiti- 
mate trade practice, who succeeded in 
forcing the deletion of objectionable refer- 
ences to that project from the report of 
committee 6 of the conference, which had 
to do with general conditions affecting 
distribution. The report of this commit- 
tee as submitted to the conference at- 
tempted to side-step the price maintenance 
question. It declared that in view of the 
pending referendum of the chamber on 
this subject. the committee would make 
no suggestions, on this “highly contro- 
versial subject.” At another point in its 
report, however, committee 6 declared that 
no bill has yet been offered satisfactorily 
safeguarding the abuse of the privilege of 
price maintenance and then suggested that 
if it is to be legalized a slight amendment 
to the Sherman anti-trust law will ac- 
complish the purpose. 

When the contents of this report 
came known in drug and other trade cir- 
cles in advance of the meeting, steps were 
mmediately to counteract the com- 
declarations, if possible. At the 
Hotel Washington, Edmond A. Whittier, 
secretary of the American Fair Trade 
League, called a council of war early this 
week, which was attended. among others, 
by W. lL. Crounse, Washington representa- 
tive of the National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association and of the American Manu- 
facturers of Toilet Articles; Frank T. 
Stone, president of the National Associa- 
tion of Retail Druggists; E. C. Brokmeyer, 
attorney; Mr. MelIlvain, of the U. 8. 
Industr‘al Aleohol Company; W. H, C. 
Clark, attorney for the American Fair 
Trade League. Vlans were laid for fight- 
ng the report of committee 6 on the floor 
of the conference and a statement was 
issued by Mr. Whittier charging that the 
report advocated state socialism. 

At the conference this morning, after 
four committee reports had been adopted 
yesterday, it appeared that a fiilibuster 
was in progress prevent adequate op- 
portunity to discuss the report of com- 
mittee 6. There was much talk on other 
subjects. The resolutions committee re- 
port was brought in ahead of that from 
committee 6, and with Secretary Hoover 
scheduled to speak in the afternoon, and 
delegates anxious to return to their homes, 
it seemed at first that. full consideration 
of the report of committee 6 would be 
headed off. However, Mr. Whittier and 
his cohorts were on the job and after a 
few minutes discussion of the report at 
ubout noon they obtained promise of ade- 
quate consideration of the subject follow- 
ing Mr. Hoover's address. 


Clark Moves to Recommit 


The first move for the opposition was 
made by Mr. Clark who submitted a mo- 
tion to recommit the report for reconsider- 
ation. upon the ground of objections stated 
in eleven points directed at°the statements 
in the committee's report relative to resale 
price maintenance and to the anti-trust 
laws and the regulation of business there- 
under. Statements with reference to the 
latter were declared by Mr. Clark to be 
socialistic in character, while the com- 
mittee’s statements about resale _ price 
maintenance were denounced as_ unfair, 
prejudicial and otherwise objectionable. 
Mr, Clark’s motion having been seconded, 
the discussion in the afternoon was based 
upon it and upon an opposing motion by 
Sidney Anderson representing milling in- 
terests to refer the objections of the 
American Fair Trade League to the com- 
mittee on resolutions. 

During the afternoon H. Levy, 
New York lawyer and member of com- 
mittee 6, spoke in opposition to the re- 
port which he said was different as sub- 
mitted to the conference from the form it 
was in when he signed it. Mr. Levy 
spoke at some length in favor of amend- 
ment of the anti-trust law in the interest 
of industry. Various other trade repre- 
sentatives. including H. B. Thompson of 
the Proprietary Association, advocated 
amendment of the Sherman law. Mr. 
Clark stated that the least that should 
be done would be to delete from the re- 
port of the committee all references to 
resale price maintenance and to the anti- 
trust laws. After more discussion this 
was done by vote of the conference and 
the report of committee 6, minus its most 
‘interesting features, was railroaded 
through the conference. 

Tonight Mr. Whittier and his associates 
were jubilant in their comment on the 
outcome of the battle. He stated that 
they had gotten everything they wanted 
and that there was no longer any objec- 
tion to the report. Additional causes for 
satisfaction among Mr, Whittier and his 
trade supporters were found in the _ in- 
formation received by them that the long 
delayed second referendum of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce on resale price main- 
etnance would be mailed to members of 
the chamber December 19, and also in the 
fact that Senator Capper of Kansas is 
introducing in the Senate a measure 
identical with the Kelly bill authorizing 
resale price maintenance in the House. 


Elimination of Waste 


“The elimination of waste and the im- 
provement in methods of production is 
an infinitely more simple problem than it 
is in distribution,’’ Herbert Hoover, Sec- 
retary of Commerce, told the conference. 
Mr. Hoover did not attend all sessions but 
said that he had read the reports of its 
different committees, and expressed the 
belief that “you are getting constructively 
at one of the most. difficult problems we 
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have to deal with.” He urged the pro- 
motion of economic research. 

A project for setting up machinery by 
Which business may co-operate for the 
purposes of self-government and the trac- 
ing and elimination of the wastes of Mar- 
keting was launched by the conference. 
It was recommended as a first step to- 
ward the elimination of trade abuses and 
destructive trade practices that the na- 
tional chamber designate a joint trade re- 
lations committee to act as a clearing 
house for complaints, while further steps 
were also proposed as to the joint col- 
lection of statistics and business figures 
and the conduct of economic research in 
the interest of business and the public at 
large. 

More than two hundred manufacturers, 
wholesalers, retailers and trade associa- 
tion representatives attended the confer- 
ence, including several men prominent in 
the drug trade. Robert H. Ellis, of the 
Hessig-Ellis Drug Company, Memphis, a 
member of the steering committee and 
resolutions committee of the conference, 
was also chairman of its committee on 
expenses of doing business, which was one 
of the six committees which have been 
for the last eight months studying the 
various phases of the distribution problem. 
The other committees were concerned with 
collection of business figures as a Means 
toward accomplishing economics in dis- 
tribution, trade relations, market analysis, 
methods of distribution and general con- 
ditions affecting distribution. 


Expense of Doing Business 


In presenting the results of his com- 
mittee’s survey on the expenses of doing 
business, Mr. Ellis asserted that too many 
merchants were attempting to conduct a 
banking business by financing their cus- 
tomers. He also directed attention to the 
enormous wastes resulting from business 
failures which last year involved liabili- 
ties of $543,225.449, 50 percent of which 
are estimated to have been tinged with 
fraud. 

The trade relations committee is to be 
established in accordance with report 
presented to the conference by A. Lincoln 
Filene, department store owner, Boston, 
as chairman of the committee handling 
that phase of the distribution study. “No 
one.” said Mr. Filene, in submitting his 
recommendations, “would dispute the as- 
sertion that the manufacturer should 
adapt his business plans to the needs of 
the distributor and vice versa. Business 
men and business shall thrive by order, 
foresight and good will. We propose a 
means to make the use of these instru- 
ments increasingly easy and necessary.” 

The necessity of establishing some kind 
of central agency by which the various 
trades could co-ordinate their own efforts 
and co-operate with government agencies 
for the collection of statistical informa- 
tion designed to shed light upon the prob- 
lems of distribution was pointed out in the 
report of the committee on the collection 
of business figures, designated by Secre- 
tary Hoover, of which Owen Young _ is 
chairman. The report was presented by 
F. M. Feiker, operating vice-president of 
the Society for Electrical Development, 
formerly assistant to Secretary Hoover. 

The director of the census, W. M. Steu- 
art urged the creation of a permanent 
organization representing industrial and 
local organizations to keep in touch with 
the Department of Commerce, The same 
appeal was made by Sydney Anderson, 
formerly chairman of the joint congres- 
sional committee of agricultural inquiry 
and now president of the Millers Na- 
tional Federation. 


Middleman Essential 


L. D. H. Weld, of the commercial re- 
search department of Swift & _Co., Chi- 
cago, in submitting the results of a survey 
of the methods of distribution, asserted 
that the middleman was an essential cog 
in the machinery of marketing. 

Barret Moxley, of the National Whole- 
sale Druggis ssociation, spoke in sup- 
port of the report of committee No. 5. 
The middleman is necessary, he said. In 
the wholesale drug trade 80,000 items are 
handled. The trade does not hope for 100 
percent perfection in distribution. in pro- 
duction, said Mr. Moxley, it is possible to 
calculate machine costs, but in distribu- 
tion there is the human equation to be 
considered. Many men in such lines have 
their own ideas and plans which they 
seek to carry out “many times to their 
ow detriment.” 

"nena Plaut, of Lehn & Fink, spoke 
briefly on the report of committee No. 0. 


Resale Price Maintenance 


Following adoption of this report, the 
chairman of the conference announced 
that the resolutions committee would make 
a partial report before the report of com- 
mittee 6 touching upon the resale price 
maintenance question was taken up. 

W. H. C. Clark, attorney for the Amer- 
ican Fair Trade League, appealed to the 
chair, but in vain, but finally H. B. 
Thompson, counsel for the Proprietary 
Association, succeeded in bringing out 
from the chairman a statement that the 
resolutions then proposed related only to 
the first 5 committee reports and were 
presented at that time in order that the 
conference might close as quickly as pos- 
sible. This was the idea of the steering 
committee of the conference, according to 
the chairman. The resolution committee’s 
partial report was presented by John H. 
Fahey, Boston, and adopted without dis-

If potash 
is discovered a lease shall be granted on a 
basis of 2 percent royalty, and lands 
known to contain potash may be leased for 
20 years at 2 percent plus a 
scale of rents ranging from 
$1 per acre. 

To prevent evasions of the antitrust 
laws is the title of a bill by Senator Walsh 
of Montana, which provides that after 
one year ownership or contro] by’ any-

Carbon black, which has been dis- 
playing considerable firmness in pro- 
ducing centers, due to curtailed out- 
put in Louisiana, was advanced Ic. per 
pound, and contracts for the first half 
of 1926 were reported booked at the 
new levels. <A corresponding advance 
in the spot market followed. 

The battle in the iron blues market 
continued, and prices were lowered on 
spot, with a general belief expressed 
in trade circles that even the reduced 
spot quotations might be shaded in 
the event that a buyer was looking 
for a sizeable quantity. Chrome 
yellows were coming in again for the 
disastrous type of competition which 
kept the prices so low during the 
greater part of the year, and spot 
shading was again reported. 

French ocher was again showing 
strength, reflecting current light hold- 
ings here and abroad, and importers 
were talking of higher quotations for 
the early part of the coming year as 
a result of the strong statistical po- 
sition of the market. 

Developments were lacking in other 
divisions of the market, The tendency 
of consuming manufacturers to hold 
down future purchases to the first 
half of 1926 continued in evidence, ex- 
cept on a few items on which the 
trade wanted protection for the entire 
calendar year 1926. 

Members of the paint and varnish 
industry were greatly interested in 
the reports that lending companies 
had planned to call a halt to the over- 
building in New York City by curbing 
loans for new structures. At a meet- 
ing of architects, contractors, and 
builders held in New York during the 
week representatives of the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance Company and the 
Title Guarantee and Trust Company, 
two of the largest lenders on building 
construction in the country, declared 
that their companies had ceased lend- 
ing money on new construction § in 
New York, and sounded a warning 
against a “orave disaster’ in the 
building industry in the event that 
immediate curtailment is not insti- 
tuted. Industrial building in par- 
ticular has been overdone in the New 
York territory, it was declared. Just 
what effect the curtain of loans 
for new construction locally will have 
on the balance of the country is prob- 
lematical, but it appears that the con- 
struction program on small dwellings 
will not be hampered, and tliis is the 
class of construction which makes for 
a heavy consumption of paints, var- 
nishes, and allied products.

Turpentine Declines Further in Southern and Local 
Markets—Dark Rosins Lower—Foreign 
Prices Weaker—Trade Quiet Here 


Developments in the local market 
for naval stores last week were of a 
bearish character, the trend of tur- 
pentine and rosin prices being down- 


ward, with the trading on a compara- 
tively small scale. At the week-end 
the tone of the market was somewhat 
steadier, but quotations showed a net 
loss for the period on turpentine and 
most grades of rosin. 

The action of Southern markets was 
rather discouraging from the view- 
point of sellers of turpentine. A weak 
tone prevailed much the time at 
Savannah and Jacksonville, the drift 
of prices being downward, with a loss 


of 


of 4 to 5 cents per gallon. Buyers 
manifested more interest in the situa- 
tion at the lower level and sales 
showed an increase. The London mar- 
ket also displayed weakness, a de- 
cline occurring there of 4s. per cwt at 
one time The foreign inquiry con- 


tinued light and few in the trade seem 


to anticipate any improvement in the 
demand from abroad in view of the 
large supplies in London. 

There was apparently little change 
in the character of sentiment prevail- 
ing in local trade circles last week, 
despite the quietness of business and 
the decline in prices. According to 
some reports, there has been more 
business done in primary markets in 
the South recently than has’ been 
shown in the official returns from 
those centers. 

Also, consumption apparently holds 
up well, notwithstanding a slowing 
down of painting operations in parts 
of the country as a result of cold 
weather with storms. Any decrease in 
the consumption of turpentine from 
this cause, it is pointed out, is likely 
to be only temporary, as building is 
still being actively pushed and many 
new structures will soon be ready for 


painting. 

There were no very striking or in- 
teresting developments in the statisti- 
eal position of turpentine last week. 
Stocks showed a tendency to increase 
at times. The gain was not important, 
however, the outward movement 
from Savannah and Jacksonville was 
of fair proportions.

Prevailing sentiment regarding the 
outlook for rosin continued rather 
optimistic. Stocks in the hands of 
consumers are believed to be light. 
Consumption in some fields is appar- 
ently increasing gradually, and an ex- 
pansion in demand is anticipated after 
the turn of the year. In some quar- 
ters, too, an improvement in foreign 
trade is anticipated in the not distant 
future, as the use of American rosin 
abroad appears to be on the increase. 

There was little change in the 
statistical position of rosin last week. 
Receipts at primary points were mod- 
erate, while shipments were fairly 
liberal. Arrivals in the three principal 
markets in the South from the open- 
ing of the season to the close of busi- 
ness December 10 were 875,250 barrels, 
against 888,170 barrels in the same 
time last season. Stocks in those 
markets on the date above mentioned 
were 212,686 barrels, against 250,838 
barrels a year ago.

Transactions in refined oil futures 
on the New York Produce Exchange 
for five business days of the week 
were 47,300 barrels. Prices declined 
early with a rally later, closing at a 
moderate net advance. Cotton futures 
were irregular. On Friday, January 
closed at 18.59c., March 18.85c., and 
May 18.60c., showing a net decline of 
about 75c. to $1.50 per bale.

Cottonseed, Cake, Meal

There were few developments of im- 
portance in Southern markets for cot- 
tonseed, cake and meal last week.

Establishment of government hospitals 
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Coconut Oil Quiet and Market Again Declines 
—China Wood More Active—Copra Easier 
—Tallow Steady—Crude Menhaden Firm 


Business in miscellaneous oils, fats 
and greases continued quiet last week. 
Demand for China wood oil showed 
an improvement and a fair request 
was noted for a few other products, 
but taking the list whole trade 
was of a hand to mouth character 
much of the time usual at this 
period of the year. Declines in prices 
were less numerous than in the pre- 
ceding week, but reductions outnum- 
bered advances. 

The principal development of the 
veek in the way of price changes in 
vegetable products was a further de- 
cline in coconut oil. Supplies here 
have increased recently, while demand 
continued slow. On the Pacific Coast 
the market was also easier, with of- 
ferings somewhat freer on spot and 
for delivery over the first quarter of 
1926. 

China wood oil was steadier, though 
there was little change in quotations. 
On the Pacific Coast there was an in- 
creased inquiry and business was re- 
ported to have been closed for delivery 
over the first half of next year. The 
local market was quiet but steady.

Crude corn oil was firmer in the 
West, with the inquiry fair and the 
offerings light. Perilla oil was in lim- 
ited request, but stocks are small and 
the market retained a steady tone. Re- 
fined oil was in fair jobbing 
request the market continued 
steady. bean oil was steady at 
former quotations, with a fair inquiry 
on the Pacific Coast. 

Tallow was steady, 
lighter than in the 
Supplies among second hands ap- 
peared to have diminished and mak- 
ers were not inclined to push matters. 
At the weekly auction of tallow in 
London the market was easy, offerings 
being liberal while demand was quiet. 
Greases were available at concessions, 
offerings being somewhat larger while 
demand was rather slow. 

Lard futures showed irregularity at 
times and this was reflected to some 
extent in cash prices. There was a 
fair demand from domestic buyers. 
Foreign trade continued quiet, though 
‘xports from this port were somewhat 
larger than in recent preceding weeks. 

There was a decrease of 1,170,000 
pounds in lard stocks in Chicago dur- 
ing the first half of December, sup- 
plies there December 15 being 7,759,739 
pounds, against 8,920,262 pounds De- 
cember 1 and 9,340,087 pounds a year 
ago. Degras was firm, owing to a 
decrease in supplies. 

Among the fish products cod was 
firm with a fair inquiry for moderate 
quantities. There were no new devel- 
opments in the primary § situation. 
Crude menhaden was quiet, as supplies 
have been closely cleaned up. There 
was a fair demand for refined men- 
haden in a jobbing way.

Japanese Shale Oil Results 


TOKYO, Nov. 19, 1925. 

The Fushun Colliery experts engaged in 
experiments on oil shale dry distillation 
have reaped excellent results on the first 
degree experiment series. They have now 
entered upon the second degree series, in 
which experiments are carried on by 
sending in hot gas. From the results 
obtained so far, the new process is found 
to give a higher percentage of oil of far 
better quality than by the first degree 
series, in which cold gas was used for 
the purpose of dry distillation. Further- 
more, the new method yields a larger 
quantity of byproduct ammonia.  Alto- 
gether, it seems an ideal method. The 
present equipments still leaves room for 
further improvement. Its merit is to be 
carefully weighed before the third degree 
series is entered upon. Referring to this 
question, Assistant Manager Obuchi of the 
South Manchuria lailway Company 
Tokyo branch office, called on Chief Sec- 
retary Tsukamoto of the cabinet yester- 
day, and Director Kurogane of the Co- 
lonial Affairs Bureau today.

Oil Well Proves 160 Acres 
In Depletion Clause of Bill 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16, 1925. 


The oil discovery depletion provision 
of the revenue bill has been approved by 
the House after some discussion. It pro- 
vides that such allowances shall be limited 
and that a producing well shall be con- 
sidered as proving an area of 160 acres 
with the well as the center. Representa- 
tive Lozier of Missouri proposed an 
amendment which was not adopted that 
discovery depletion allowances shall apply 
only to a discovery well in a new field 
that produces oil and gas in paying com- 
mercial quantities and that such wells 
shall not be nearer than five miles to 
any other commercial producing oil or gas 
well. 

Mr. Lozier spoke in support of his 
amendment, charging that abuses had oc- 
curred in connection with discovery de- 
pletion allowances, that in recent years 
the government has lost at least $25,000,- 
000 by reason of them. He contended 
that the provision in the bill was entirely 
too liberal. 

Representative Carter of Oklahoma re- 
plied, explaining the troubles of the oil 
industry and defending its allowances. 
The five-mile limit he thought much too 
large. “Why not make it 50 or 100 
miles?” asked Chairman Green of the 
Ways and Means Committee, to which Mr. 
Carter replied that it might just as well 
be 1,000 miles. He added that down in 
his county wells had been drilled within 
300 feet of producing wells and had 
proven to be only dusters.

Shortage Forces Sharp 


Rise — Country 


Stocks of Deer Tongue Low—Seal Up 
When Demand Improves 


Botanical crude drugs were generally 
firm last week. business was some- 
what quiet in the main, but that was 
without pronounced effect on the sta- 
bility of most quotations. Price tend- 
ency in medicinal drugs was upward, 
due mainly to the absence of undue 
stocks to be carried over into the New 
Year. 

Foreign advices played an important 
part in the firmness of local quotations. 
Many materials were declared to be 
Strongly placed in the Hamburg and 
other European markets. While local 
importers were not active buyers 
abroad last week, offerings to them 
were at prices suggestive of higher 
levels to come after the turn of the 
year. It was quite apparent that sta- 
bilization of the German money in in- 
ternational exchange has done much to 
place the exporters of botanicals from 
Hamburg in a relatively strong posi- 
tion. Available stocks are held in cap- 
able hands and at present time 
there is no sign of weakness. 

The domestic primary markets 
approach the end of the year ina 
fairly stable and almost strong posi- 
tion. No tendency toward liquidation 
of stocks prevails. Holders of all 
kinds and descriptions are content to 
into the New Year with supplies 
about they are. But a very few 
items are overstocked an those in 
that position are generally materials 
minor importance. All signs now 
noted point to a consuming demand of 
liberal and expansive proportions after 
the turn of the year. Hence the ten- 
deney of factors here and at primary 
market points is to hold prices and 
stocks while awaiting the event. 

Price developments in the local mar- 
ket contained much of interest. On 
the side of higher prices and generally 
stronger conditions, a sudden and not 
altogether expected development was a 
sharp rise in quotations for deer 
tongue leaves. The for the ad- 
vance was concentration of spot stocks 
but back of that was a shortage in 
the primary market. It proved to be 
almost impossible to secure anything 
for replacement. Another strong ma- 
terial was ipecac root. Whole was 
about off the market, a few pounds 
might be obtained here and there, but 
in the main there was no sufficient 
supply on which to base a market price. 
Powder sold freely at very much 
higher prices. No assurance of an 
early relief from shortage was 
given. Golden seal root underwent im- 
provement. were higher and 
goods to arrive were strongly held at 
an advance. Rather large business was 
done on export account; also domestic 
consumers were active in filling re- 
quirements. 

Dandelion root was higher though 
sellers were generally of the belief that 
a continued rise reachi important 
proportions is unlikely to occur. At 
present, prices are in line with replace- 
ment costs. Colocynth pulp moved 
into more favorable position. Stocks 
were narrower and quality merchandise 
was said to be somewhat hard to get. 
Demand for select sassafras bark 
showed excellent improvement. The 
principal season is at hand and con- 
sumers are covering their needs in ex- 
pansive fashion. Pimento was forced 
up another notch. The primary mar- 
ket refused to offer anything and Eu- 
ropean ideas of prices were much 
higher than the levels at which spot 
business was workable last week. 

Declines were noted in a considerable 
number of materials which seeds 
occupied a prominent However, 
the feature decline came in peppers. 
Black <Aleppy and Lampong, white 
Singapore and Muntok reacted sharply 
following the severe advance in the 
previous period. The reaction was 
later followed by a partial recovery of 
the ground lost. Lower markets in the 
Far East and London were held to be 
the primary for the downward 
turn in quotations here. Considering 
the fact that stocks everywhere are 
very low, sellers here were inclined to 
the idea that all of the decline would 
be recovered in the near future. 

Ergot was sharply lower, and that 
despite the fact that one factor re- 
ported a rather large business with one 
of the pharmaceutical houses in the 
Middle West.

Conditions generally in the market 
for coal tar products last week were 
not much changed from those of the 
previous one. There were a number of 
revisions of prices, mostly among the 
intermediates, but these changes were 


not far-reaching nor would they have 
any particular effect on the general 
situation. They were mostly the result 
of higher manufacturing costs when 
advances, and in the matter of de- 
clines resulted usually from competi- 
tion of some accumulation of stocks 
which factors found it difficult to 
move. 


The position of crudes was just about 
the same as it has been. Inquiries for 
toluene in the market during the week 
illuminated the extreme tightness of 
the situation here. None of the leading 


distributors could offer even a drum 
this month and at least one of them 
had nothing available for January 


shipment either except, of course, what 


had already been disposed of to his 
regular customers. A small quantity 
was uncovered in one quarter which 
could be had prompt, but the prices 


were quite high, as was to be expected. 


Inquiries for several lots were in the 
market during the week, one of them 
being for 5 tons. These goods were 


wanted at once, but no one could take 
on such an order for immediate ship- 


ment under present circumstances.

PARA-NITRO-ANILIN.—Has _ been 
cut to c. to 57e: per pound, with 
even less reported although  con- 
firmed by the leading sellers. Trad- 
ing was irregular during the week. 


Coal Tar Colors

Little new has developed in coal 
tar colors. Trading has become more 
routine since the beginning of this 
month, but the quieter conditions have 
brought about any changes of im- 
portance in the prices. For the most 
past acid colors have held quite steady, 
while vat colors, continuing to move 
in rather better volume than any 
other group have usually held at the 
former levels. 

Manufacturers were not making any 
special plans for the coming year. The 
regulation of operations in the textile 
mills in the South particularly, seemed 
likely to make for a steadier demand 
for the colors throughout the year. 
Production was not going to be pushed 
to any extent, and while supplies were 
ample at the moment, the manufac- 
turers were being careful not to add 
to them unnecessarily and thus weaken 
their position. 

Sulphur colors have all been quite 
steady lately and the position of raw 
material was such as to induce belief 
that this steadiness would continue 
for some time to come,

TULSA, Dec. 16, 1925. 


An air of uncertainty permeates trading in 
the refined oil market this week, which has 
already been effectual in greatly reducing the 
turnover. While the volume of shipments of 
the heavy ends have materially increased this 
is not in reflection of recent orders but 
those placed in this market during a period of 
November when prices were below present quo- 
tations. The trading this week has been prac- 
tically negligible, and shipments of other than 
heavy end products have declined. 

The reactionary trend in light ends which was 
indicated with the granting of concessions in the 
earlier part of the month has now developed. 
Thus far prices of gasoline have eased off only 
about one-quarter of a cent in general, but as 
the end of the year is rapidly approaching, 
and in view of the desire of jobbers to main- 
tain their inventories at a minimum level, there 
is no evidence, at this writing, that the trend 
will be checked at present levels. In fact, the 
same conditions which prevailed at this time 
last week, namely the seeking of concessions 
by buyers, is still dominating trading. How- 
ever, this is nothing new at this season, but 
often it has occurred later in the month than 
is found this year. Concessions of approx- 
imately one-quarter cent below present quota- 
tions are being sought at this writing. 

Thus far in the Nght end department these 
concessions have not extended over one-quarter 
cent, but as this movement is spreading it is 
bound to result in a general lowering of prices, 
thus bringing about the same results that last 
week’s eonditions caused. As buying is very 
limited, it is quite natural that buyers have the 
upper hand this week, and they are making 
the most of this situation in view of the rise 
that has been extending to 25 percent of quota- 
tions prevailing sixty days ago. 

As would be expected by the price line, an 
increase in stocks of the light ends is gener- 
ally reported throughout many parts of the 
field. This is, however, a seasonal development 
caused by the position of the market and the 
increased demand for the heavy ends which 
caused a slight gain in the production of other 
products. 

Although demand for exporting material has 
been fairly active of late. This branch is now 
moving symoathetically with the domestic 
situation There is a noticeable absence of in- 
quiries from exporters, although from the reg- 
ular channels there is some activity in the 
line of contracts for next year’s supply. This, 
however, is no more than was done at this time 
last year. 

There has been very little change in opera- 
tions at the plants, although the tendency is 
toward increased operations rather than lower, 
in view of the preparations being made for 
next season's consumption. 

GASOLINE.—The general trading of the U. § 
motors grade is 9%c. to 10c. a gallon, with 
marketers seeking 4c. concessions below the 





low price. Trading is extremely dull and the 
character of the buying is only for immediate 
shipment. Jobbers are manifesting an indif- 
ference to quotations at this time, although 


some inquiries for material to be delivered over 
January have been received Thus far refiners 
are not inclined to quote on any of this busi- 
ness, due to the uncertainty regarding the crude 
oil market The 56-58 product is generally 
quoted at 94c. to 914e. a gallon, while the 56-58 
U. S. motors grade is generally quoted at Y'ec 
to 9%c. Naphtha is generally available at 9c. 
The 60-62 grade of gasoline is quoted at 11\4c. 
to 11%c gallon, while the 64-66 export grade 
is quoted at 124c. to 12%c. a gallon, practi- 
cally unchanged, due to the 4c. advance in the 
posted price at the Baton Rouge terminal. 


Natural gasoline is somewhat softer in the 
higher grades, although the grade C has 
shown some firmness at its present level of ec. 
a gallon The present price of 10%c. to Ile. 
for grade A has narrowed down the differential 
between the price of this product and that of 
the U. S. motors grade to the smallest margin 
since last May. There is a tendency in the 
trade of expansion in the direction of produc- 
tion, and it may be that the downward mero: 
ment of the product which is yet unchecked 
may be discounting increased production. The 
grade B is generally quoted at 10%c. to 10%<c., 
while grade C is maintaining firmness. 

KEROSENE.—The position of this product is

Couzens Committee Attacks 


Treasury Oil Tax Refunds 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14, 1925. 


The committee headed by Senator Cou- 
zens which investigated the administra- 
tion of the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
last winter, today made publie a part 
of the testimony, and names the Guif 
Oil Company, of which Secretary Mel- 
lon is, or was, a heavy stockholder; 
the Standard Oil Company of California, 
the Sinclair Consolidated Oil Corporation, 
S. G. Kennedy and T. A. Springer, oil 
operators in Oklahoma, and E. R. Black 
and George A. Simon, who also managed 
oil properties in Oklahoma, as beneficiaries 
under the Treasury system of allowing 
refunds or remitting moneys collected as 
income tax. 

According to this testimony, the total 
amount directly involved in the five cases 
under consideration is $14,846,058.48, 
divided among the parties in interest as 
follows :— 

Gulf Oil Company, $4,590,385.61; Standard Oil 
Company of California, $3,378,000; Sinclair 
Conselidated Oil Company, $5,000,000; Kennedy 
& Springer, $1,638,375.87, and Black & Simon, 
$239, 297.

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Quieter Conditions Generally—Easier Trend to 
Tanstuffs and Some Lower Shipment Prices 
—Soda Prussiate Fractionally Off 


Rather quiet conditions obtained in 


the market for dyestuffs and tan- 
stuffs last week. Trading was along 


more or less routine lines for the most 
part, and there were few changes in 
prices to record. The easier trend 
which had previously been observed 
in a number of the tanstuffs was still 
in evidence, and the lower prices in 
the primary markets were noted. The 
lower shipment prices, however, on a 
number of the tanstuffs have not at- 
tracted a larger number of buyers. Few 
of the importers have received any 
more inquiries since cheaper prices 
have obtained on myrobalans, sumac, 
mangrove or divi divi . None of these 
materials was to be had in any volume 
on spot. Shipments during the past 
six months have practically never been 
on consignment, but always on direct 
order. 

Operations in the tanning trade were 
not very brisk at the moment. The 
sentiment in this trade has been less 
cheerful than it was. Operations have 
been less active than was expected, but 
it was thought that after the turn of 
the year there would be expansion of 
operations and a better demand for 
the raw materials in consequence. The 
movement of extracts has been thor- 
oughly routine, but the routine has 
been well up to the average for this 
time of the year and the prices of the 
extracts has just about all been steady. 
The dwindling supplies “of raw mate- 
rials for some of them have resulted 
in much higher manufacturing costs 
than obtained a few years back. The 
main objection of the tanners was the 
fact that leather prices have not gone 
up in proportion to the advances in 
the costs of production and raw mate- 
rials. 

Trading in egg products has been 
less prominent a feature. Business in 
albumen has slackened quite a bit dur- 
ing the week, while egg yolk was again 
more routine than in some time. The 
prices of these products, however, ap- 
peared to be steadily enough poised. 

An easier tone has deveioped in yel- 
low prussiate of soda, with an increase 
in spot stocks and more competition. 
Shipment prices on English material 
have also weakened fractionally. Trad- 
ing has not been very brisk during the 
week. This applied to other prussiates 
as well. Bichromates were much as 
before, along steady routine lines and 
prices holding.

ALUMINUM CHLORIDE.—No -fur- 
there changes have eccurred in 
this section of the market. Trad- 
ing during the past week was 
along quiet lines mostly and con- 
sisted generally of only a _ routine 
movement of supplies to the compar- 
atively small number of consumers 
who were continuing operations at 
this time in_ sufficient volume _ to 
necessitate replacement of their re- 
duced stocks. Most of the consumers 
appeared to have enough on hand at 
the moment to take care of their im- 
mediate requirements and were not 
disposed to place any orders now. 
Contract withdrawals, as mentioned, 
were thoroughly routine and less in 
extent than they had been in some 
time past. This was due to the 
slacker conditions obtaining in most 
of the consuming trades due to the 
approach of the holidays and to 
stocktaking also, which has been go- 
ing on lately. Quotations on the 33 
to 35 percent chloride have _ not 
changed in a long time. They were 
3c. per pound in drums at works. In- 
quiry for anhydrous has been less 


frequent, but it appeared that manu- 
facturers were still sold ahead and 
had nothing to offer prompt. 
ANTIMONY SALT.—Only the im- 
ported 65 percent sait could be ob- 
tained on spot and even stocks of this 


grade were none too plentiful. There 
has not been a great deal of trading 
in it during this month and business 
last week did not amount to anything 
worth speaking of. None of the sell- 
ers appeared to be carrying any par- 
ticularly large stocks at this time and 
shipments from abroad have not been 
noticed for some time. Conditions in 
the textile mills have been more or 
less seasonal since the beginning of 
the month, which meant that opera- 
tions were not at all extensive. Con- 
sequently. buying of raw materials 
has not been heavy for some time 
past. The high prices on raw ma- 
terials have not been conducive to 
extensive importation of the salt, as 
factors were uncertain whether they 
could find a sufficient market for it 
at the levels they had to ask in order 
to cover actual costs. The prices last 
week on 65 percent salt were 27c. to 
271eec. per pound. Domestic has not 
figured in the trading, as production 
has been virtually dropped owing to 
costs, which it was claimed, made 
competition with imported out of the 
question. 

POTASH, BICHROMATE. — Un- 


changed at 8%c. per pound, the mar- 
ket was along quiet lines last week. 
New business was negligible and con- 
tract withdrawals were no more than 
routine. Conditions in the tanning 
and textile trades at the moment were 


not active. Operations in tanning 
particularly were on a limited scale 
and little improvement was _ looked 
forward to until after the turn of the 
year. Consequently demand for the 
raw materials has lagged, as was to 
be expected. This is not usually a 
very active time of the year. The 
tone of the market has remained 


steady, in spite of the rather sharper 
competition in evidence. Contract 
business for next year has been good 
far, with much of last year’s du- 
plicated. The prices on contracts 
have been around 8c. per pound. 
POTASH, PRUSSIATE.—Has pre- 
sented little new lately and quiet con- 
ditions in the market seemed likely to 
keep features from turning up. There 
were several large lots imported last 
week, but these were done by import- 


so 


ers to take care of regular customers 
who had already placed orders with 
them. Most of this material was not 
going to be offered around the market 
for sale ex-store. The spot market 
Was quoted at 18%c. to 18%c. per 
pound by principal sellers, but busi- 
ness has been done at 18\c., and it 
was generally figured that that was 
the inside of the market. The red 
prussiate was along steady enough 
lines, the prices holding at 37%c. to 
38c. per pound, and trading proceed- 
ing alone light lines, but there always 
has been some buying going on. 
SODA, BICHROMATE.—Was along 
less active lines during the past week 
and most of the time the market was 
a quiet affair This was due to the 
seasonal quietness which obtained in 
major consuming trades and the fact 
that stock taking was going or going 
to be started soon and no one wanted 
too add to holdings at this time. Con- 
ditions in textile trades have been 
less active. Contract withdrawals in 
soda were more or less routine. The 
market was steady in tone, however, 
the price maintained at 6%c. to 6'4c. 
per pound, depending on seller and 
quantity. Contract business for next 


year seemed to be pretty well in. Con- 


tract prices have been 64c. to 6%c. 
per pound for the most part. 

SODA, HYDROSULPHITE. — The 
price has ranged from 23c. to 25c. per 
pound, depending on the quantity and 
the grade.

Chestnut Blight and 
Remedy Are Discussed 


Introduction of Chinese Tree 
Proposed as a Possible 
Solution of Problem 


WASHINGTON, Dec 

Members of the Tanners’ Council 
representatives of the tanning extract 
dustries met with officials of the De} 
ment of Agriculture and of the War De- 
partment December 9 to urge the im- 
portance of thorough investigations in the 
hope of maintaining in the Eastern 
United States continued production of 
raw materials for tanning leather. Dur- 
ing the course of the conference it was 
pointed out that the chestnut blight is 
slowly but steadily advancing, and that 
in the areas where the blight has de- 
stroyed the native stands of chestnut the 
disease cannot be eradicated but will 
occasionally reappear in epidemic form, 
killing the sprouts or young that 
may have developed in the meantime. 

Among the different plans for experi- 
mental development that are under con- 
sideration, says the Department of Agri- 
culture, the most extensive and perhaps 
also the most promising is.the utilization 
of certain Chinese species of chestnuts 
apparently resistant to blight, which have 
already been grown in test gardens to a 
sufficient degree to warrant the expecta- 
tion that they would prove to be more or 
less satisfactory substitutes, both for tan- 
nin extract and lumber purposes, for the 
native chestnut, although it unlikely 
that such reforestation activities could 
possibly be developed rapidly enough to 
provide adequate supplies of Chinese 
species by the time the chestnut blight 
eliminates the American chestnut as the 
commercial source of raw materials and 
makes us dependent upon foreign sources. 
It is estimated, from the rate of destruc- 
tion in the past twenty years. that al! 
stands of chestnut commercially acces- 
sible will have been reached by the dis- 
ease by the year 1940. 

No definite conclusions were 
the meeting, it being decided that mem- 
bers of the trade should get together and 
further study various phases of the sit- 
uation in cooperation with the depart- 
ment, in the hope of discovering or work- 
ing out some remedy. 

Dr. W. A. Taylor, chief of 
of plant industry, conducted today’s con- 
ference, which was attended by a num- 
ber of other government officials, includ- 
ing Dr. F. P. Veitch of the Bureau of 
Chemistry, who is an authority on leather 
and related subjects, well naval 
stores, Representatives the trade at- 
tending included KE. A. Brand, of the 
Tanners’ Council; Ward C. Haffner, of 
the extract firm of J. S. Young & Co., 
Hanover, Pa.; W. H. Teas, of the Marion

pany, Ine., Damascus, Va Kjellan- 
der, representing the Burke tannery and 
extract plant of the International Shoe 
Company, Morganton, N. C. 

The conferees considered the question 
whether chestnut oak would take the place 
of chestnut as tanning material, which 
was answered in the negative. Tae con- 
sensus was that the United States Gov- 
ernment should undertake experiments on 
a big seale to settle the preblem of cul- 
t'vation of immune Chinese chestnut in 
this country. This would involve con- 
siderable appropriations by the govern- 
ment, The Bureau of Plant Industry was 
left to work out some definite proposal on 
the subject, to be submitted to a com- 
mittee from the tanning industry and 
extract industry perhi ApS later this winter. 


Dye Duty Arguments Heard 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15, 1925 
nited States Court of Customs 
today heard arguments on the 
appeal of the government from a decision 
by the Board of General Appraisers that 
certain coal-tar colors imported by the 
Sandoz Chemical Works were properly 
dutiable at the specific rates provided in 
paragraph 28 of the tariff law only upon 
the basis of the actual number of pounds 
imported. The government, on the other 
hand, appeals to the court for a decision 
reversing the board’s judgment and sus- 
taining the collector’s assessment of the 
specific duty upon multiples of the actual 
number of pounds imported, 

The court also heard arguments in 
docket 2,628, an appeal of the Sandoz 
Chemical Works from a decision by the 
Board of General Appraisers holding that 
imported pyrazolon was dutiable on the 
basis of the American selling price ($4 a 
pound) of a domestic pyrazolon manu- 
factured by the Pharma Chemical Corp- 
oration.

J. W. Bailey, sales and advertising 
manager for the Tanglefoot Company. 
Grand Rapids, urged in a few words that 
members co-operate more fully with offi- 
cers and committees during the year. 

A paper on “Cresols and Cresylic Acid,” 
by William E. Jordan of Wm. E. Jordan 
& Bro., this city, defined the correct uses 
of the various names involved. A portion 
of the paper follows :— 





Probably 60 percent of the consumption of 
eresylic acid in this country is imported from 
England, very little being imported from Ger- 
many since the war. The present shortage of 
cresol, U.S.P. and special cresols, which has 
affected the disinfectant makers sG materially 
in the past year is due to this cause. The 
American producers are apparently unable to 
make sufficient Guantities of these grades to 
supply the demand. The imported duty-free 
acid does not contain enough of these fractions 
for economical extraction. 

The market conditions during the past year 
on this article has been one of extreme com- 
petition In many instances importers have 
sold at a loss with iow prices prevailing. How- 
ever, the position for 1926 looks better for both 
makers and importers, with higher prices pre- 
vailing. 

L. C. Himebaugh, of the Pease Labora- 
tories, this city, gave an illustrated talk 
on the toxic effect of germicides in various 
strengths on typhoid and other bacili. A 
discussion by Dr. G. F. Reddish, repre- 
senting Dr. Haywood of the Insecticide 
and Fungicide soard, Washington, on 
just what should be meant by the terms 
germicide, disinfectant, antiseptic and 
bacteriostatic followed. 

The evils inherent in the custom of 
billing drums and crediting their return 
was discussed by S. S. Selig, who said 
in part:- 

To my mind there is but one way to over- 
come this apparently necessary evil. To do 
this would mean that this association would 
resolve that in the future this business would 
be conducted on lines which would maintain 
standard prices for drums which would be in- 
cluded in the price per gallon of the liquid, or 
let our association name a standard price for 
drums and half drums, and let’s all invoice 
our customers with the drums at the standard 
prices named by the association, and in this 
way keep our customers from complaining 
about being charged several different prices for 
drums, 

Mr. Selig was appointed chairman of a 
committee to report on the question at 
the next meeting. 

It was voted that the chair appoint a 
committee to canvass such members as 
have not signed the association code of 
ethics, and to report at the summer 
meeting

quiries of the High Commissioner of 
India whether it would be possible to 
have Indian students admitted to British 
varnish factories to learn the practical 
side of manufacturing. The committees 
also accepted the recommendations of 
the .Vocational Training Committee for 
the establishment of a three-year course 
at the Government School of Handicrafts 
at Nagpur, according to W. lL. Jenkins, 
United States consul, Calcutta.
